The fat and the lean

The interior clean but 
unmanicured. fireplace and some deer 
heads create provincial atmosphere 
the street-level dining room smaller, 
less used one, down flight stairs 
the middle the floor). Although some 
relatively 
color, the decor-remains rather 
The and 
poinsettias small table near the 
seem almost ironic. 

The menu not jolting. Dinner entrees 
include duck orange sauce, trout and 
coquilles St. Jacques well specials 
such sauteed rabbit and steak, most 
the $4.50 range. There are four hors 
here, among them onion 
soup gratinee ($1) that had two virtues: 
unlike almost every other onion soup I’ve 
tasted Boston during the last year 
was not over salted, and the stock did not 
taste like undiluted beef bouillon. 
Unfortunately, the soup was not seasoned 
much and the stock had little taste all, 
proving how unvirtuous virtue can be. 
soup jour, cream vegetable, was 
likewise timid. The escargots ($3), 
however, were large, tender and 
audaciously garlicked. 

The French bread only fair here, 
another reminder how sad that 
outside New Orleans and perhaps 
couple other cities the country, bread 
mostly treated afterthought. The 
house salad here doesn’t amount 
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thought all, however. Iceberg lettuce 
covered with some shredded carrots and 
doused with what swear was Wishbone 
Italian dressing, although waitress 
claimed was vinaigrette. 

But the three entrees sampled 
brightened the picture considerably.

One 
question occurs me. lox raw 
salmon aged brine, can made 
home? Why can’t one buy salmon 
steak, slice into fillets, pack salt 
brine for few days weeks, and 
create supply fresh, somewhat 
cheaper lox? you know this can 
done? you have any idea what kind 
salt solution the fish should packed 
in, and how long the fish should kept 
it?

It’s possible transform salmon 
steaks into lox, but requires 
substantial amounts time and 
ingenuity. The following instructions for 
Nova come from Jacob Levine the 
Revere Smoked Fish Company: 

Sprinkle the bottom container 
(not wooden) with mixture made 


three pounds granulated salt and five 
pounds brown sugar. Place the 
salmon the container and sprinkle the 
surface the fish with more the salt- 
and-sugar mix. there are several layers 
fish, add salt and sugar between each 
one. Leave the fish refrigerator for 
three days. 


Next, prepare strong brine. Here’s 
where the ingenuity comes in: should 
the proportion salt water 
determined gauge called 
salometer. Salometers are hard find. 
The Levines used get them from salt 
companies. Anyway, the fish should 
soak the brine the refrigerator for 
three more days. sure that any pieces 
salmon that float are sprinkled with 
salt top. 


After three days, dip the salmon 
cold water remove the surface salts. 
dry the fish, lox manufacturers hang 
ovens with fans; smaller-scale cooks 
may use small smoking-ovens come. 
with some other way distribute 
warm air over the surface (hair 
When the moisture has been removed 
and globules fat form the surface 
the fish, the lox edible. 

Smoking, Levine points out, not 
essential but desirable. recommends 
the cool smoke produced burning 
sawdust. Directions for smoked fish can 
also found the ever-reliable Joy 
Cooking.

June saw Dukakis off courting again 
This time the sought-after was the Vene- 
zuelan government, which, was hoped, 
would help build oil refinery south- 
eastern Massachusetts and supply the oil 
for it.

Paul Lawrence and his entrapment habit

When Kathleen Davis 
picturesque Grand Isle, Ver- 
mont reached into her mailbox 
last week, she pulled out plum: 
full pardon signed Gov- 
ernor Thomas Salmon for 
crime she had never committed. 
For Davis and other New Eng- 
landers who lived Vermont 
during the heyday undercover 
narcotics agent Paul Lawrence, 
the pardon meant the end 
six-year Kafkaesque nightmare. 

Lawrence was self-appointed 
“enforcer” sorts some- 
times hired, sometimes free- 
lance drug investigator who trav- 
eled the length and breadth 
the Green Mountain State bring- 
ing young and old 
saw it. 1975 Lawrence was 
convicted five counts per- 
jury connection with those ar- 
rests.

Kathleen Davis (all names 
those pardoned have been 
changed) was only when Paul 
Lawrence walked into her life.

Law- 
rence returned his office 
claiming that had scored 
heroin and was arrested the 
next day.

“My father and were sep- 
arated. was charged with pos- 
session and sale ampheta- 
mines. was accused selling 
Lawrence $10 worth heroin 
across the bar. served six 
months the Woodstock Cor- 
rectional Institution; dad did 
nine months and days the 
Windsor State Prison, hard 
time. had never been 
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trouble before his life.” 
James Jr.’s parents had been 
divorced and his. five brothers 


and sisters lived with. their 


dad lost custody the 
the younger Howard recalled. 
“They went live with their 
mother.” After she suffered 
emotional breakdown the 
incident, the children were left 
homeless. James Jr. returned 
from prison find the kids 
the streets” and 
settled his father’s house 
care for them, but could not find 
job after his conviction. Three 
years passed before returned 
home. 

Despite their personal trage- 
dies and the loss the tavern 
they had hoped buy, the 
Howards expressed joy the 
news their pardon.

Lawrence led drug raid 
Robert Ward’s parents’ home, 
where the young Wards lived, 
while television crew and radio 
reporters filed on-the-scene re- 
ports. Robert’s parents pro- 
tested the ransacking bureau 
drawers, tearing apart beds 
and upending furniture.

Ward recalls. “My parents com- 
plained, and Lawrence was 
pretty nasty them, cursing 
and swearing. The police had 
helmets too. looked like 
invasion.” 

After thorough search 
Lawrence and local police, Law- 
rence produced two joints which 
claimed have confiscated 
from the Ward home. Robert 
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Ward was arrested for posses- 
sion marijuana. 

“Lawrence said wife had 
sold him $20 worth hashish,” 
Ward said. “Of course wasn’t 
true,-but didn’t our reputa- 
tion any good around here. Word 
got out that were big drug 
dealers Fair Haven. There 
wasn’t person town that 
didn’t know about it.” 

Lisa, the time, served six 
months state correctional in- 
stitution. Robert, 18, was given 
suspended sentence. 

its report, the committee 
recommended new and tightly 
controlled procedures for under- 
cover police activities includ- 
ing the un- 
dercever narcotics agent other 
police officers before making 
buy, eliminate the possibility 
planted evidence. The panel 
also suggested that written re- 
ports filed all police offi- 
cials participating under- 
cover investigation; that com- 
mission created oversee all 
undercover drug investigations 
Vermont; and that federal 
training program made man- 
datory for all narcotics agents 
the state. 

Before signing the pardons, 
Governor Salmon called the 
Lawrence affair sad day for 
law enforcement” and promised 
destruction the records 
those persons Law- 
rence’s word alone. the urg- 
ing the investigating panel, 


Salmon also promised re- 
quest pardons from other gov- 
ernors out-of-state cases in- 
volving Lawrence and repay 
money collected fines those 
receiving pardons. 

“We hope that our efforts will 
contribute overcoming some 
the tragic harm caused 
some our citizens and the 
reputation Vermont the ac- 
tivities Mr. Lawrence,” the 
committee concluded, that 
our work spur action to- 
wards necessary improvements 
Vermont’s criminal justice 

Meanwhile, Paul Lawrence, 
the convicted perjurer who lit 
the fuse under the state’s sys- 
tem justice through zealous 
pursuit his own obsession, lan- 
guishes the minimum secur- 
ity Vermont’s state prison 
farm. The man who intruded 
into the lives many the 
state’s innocent citizens still 
maintains his own innocence. 

Why did Paul Lawrence carry 
his eight-year, solitary cru- 
sade? Did lust for publicity, 
power, promotion that might 
expected follow im- 
pressive record convictions? 

Thus far, Lawrence has kept 
silent about the affair. Soon his 
silence may end, though; 
writing book about his experi- 
ences. And the privacy his 
prison dormitory, consider- 
ing lucrative offers for the film 
rights life story.

random. 

Records for the past three 
months the Marine Safety Of- 
fice the Boston Coast Guard 
indicate that the majority 
tankers entering Boston-area 
tanker ports (as far north Sa- 
lem and far south Sand- 
wich) during this period flew Li- 
berian flags. This excludes the 
large number small, 
tankers engaged coastal com- 
merce. For the months Octo- 
ber, November and December, 
1976, Coast Guard statistics 
indicate that total 189 for- 
eign tank vessels arrived and 
total 101 were boarded for in- 
spection average just 
better than percent. ships 
were turned back during this 
period. Given the fact that, 
Coast Guard source admits, 
“every boat boarded had some 
violation one wonders 
about the violations that surely 
would have been found those 
ships not inspected. Certainly, 
weeping rivet not nearly se- 
vere violation for major 
hull defect, but virtually every 
ship violation some way, 
are gambling that among the 
percent that unboarded, 
infractions will not the kind 
which calamities are made. 

one the few moves 
which IMCO can proud, has 
recently begun publishing de- 
ficiency reports for worldwide 
distribution. The reports list the 
name, flag state, gross tonnage, 
reporting country, deficiency, 
and action taken for any viola- 
tion which could endanger hu- 
man life. effect, these reports 
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kind accountability the 
proper direction for IMCO 
in, but is, unfortunately, the 
exception rather than the rule. 

Michael Ventresca, legal 
counsel for the Massachusetts 
Office Coastal Zone Manage- 
ment, section the Office 
Environmental Affairs, un- 
abashed his criticism the 
present scheme for protecting 
coasts from commercial 
tanker disasters. 

“The Coast Guard busts its 
ass,” Ventresca says, “but what 
have now system that 
protects maritime trade, above 
everything else, and allows shod- 
dily made foreign vessels come 
our waters.” 

Questioning the advisability 
bowing international pres- 
sure IMCO which nearly 
everyone involved admits the 
case Ventresca argues that the 
large amount traffic 
waters, perhaps the largest flow 
the world, demands stronger 
and eventually more unilateral 
action than have been will- 
ing take thus should 
considering cost/benefit 
analysis, but don’t have 
with international norms.” 

Richard Norling, aide

amount manpower required 
these vessels, and the rate 
they’re going, this won’t even get 
general acceptance until 1980. 
IMCO extremely slow and 
weak. Their actions, and this 
generally true international 
law, create consensus treaty 
the present state the art rather 
than allowing for the kind 
grourdbreaking that re- 

The Comprehensive Oil Spill 
Liability Bill which Studds co- 
sponsoring (with Warren Mag- 
nuson [D-Washington] the 
Senate) the kind ground- 
breaking that sorely needed. 
According Studds, “Present 
conventions are all industry- 
oriented and industry-dictated.

Your best bets are bed rest and, yes, chicken soup

When you get your next cold 
this winter, watch what you take 
for it. According many lead- 
ing physicians and pharmacists, 
America’s annual billion 
spending spree battle the 
common cold often case 
throwing good money after 
medicine. 

Many over-the-counter reme- 
dies for America’s most com- 
mon illness are the least inef- 
fective and worst dangerous. 

Often taken indiscriminately 
because their ready availabil- 
ity, commercial cold remedies 
can have serious side effects 
large doses and even regular 
doses among sensitive users. 

medication being 
practiced today with degree 
sophistication that belongs 
the Dark Ages,” says the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Assn. 
“Abundant evidence clearly 
indicates that they [some self- 
medications] deserve la- 
beled ‘explosive Handle with 

Consider the most popular 
cold remedy all: aspirin. 

Americans spend $500 million 
year aspirin and aspirin- 
containing drugs, consuming 
about million tablets per day. 

But aspirin drug that can 
have unpleasant, even serious, 
side-effects. 

For many aspirin users, just 
one three tablets can cause 
burning pain the mouth, 
throat and abdomen; breathing 
difficulty; lethargy; vomiting; 
ringing the ears; dizziness and 
decreased blood circulation. 

Aspirin may also attack the 
stomach wall and lead bleed- 
ing ulcers. 

larger doses, aspirin the 
most common single poison used 
suicides and responsible for 
percent accidental deaths 
young children. 

While the medicinal value 
aspirin (acetylsalicylic acid) has 
been known for long time 
Pliny mentioned his medi- 
cal encyclopedia over 2000 years 
ago aspirin has been mass- 
produced only the 20th cen- 
tury. And just recent years has 
science been able discover the 
biochemical mechanism 
which works. 

Ironically, the same mecha-

nism that allows aspirin give 
temporary symptomatic relief 
for pain and fever may actually 
prolong recovery from cold. 

Aspirin’s effectiveness results 
from ‘its interference with the 
prostaglandin system, recent- 
discovered class chemical 
substances that appear play 
key role the body’s defensive 
system. 

Prostaglandins are involved 
pain, inflammation and the 
chemical reactions that produce 
fever, all defense mechanisms. 
Thus, while treating the symp- 
toms cold, aspirin can also 
inhibit the body’s ability fight 
it. 

More important, aspirin taken 
chronic basis may interfere 
with the 
regulatory systems that de- 
pend upon the proper balance 
prostaglandins. 

The Food and Drug Admini- 
stration (FDA) has tentatively 
concluded, for example, that as- 
pirin may prolong childbirth and 
inhibit blood clotting for mother 
and child taken the last 
three months pregnancy. 

Many other cold remedies 
contain chemical substances 
closely related aspirin, such 
acetanilide, phenacetin and 
acetaminophen. The latter, sold 
under the trade names Datril 
and Tylenol, does not harm the 
stomach lining and effec- 
tive fighting fever and pain 
aspirin. 

But all these aspirin-like drugs 
sometimes with few two- 
to-five tablets can cause drops 
blood pressure, respiratory 
failure damage the liver and 
kidneys some people, accord- 
ing the American Pharma- 
ceutical Assn. Such respiratory 
kidney failure can fatal. 

Other cold remedies consist 
combinations several drugs 
addition aspirin, such an- 
tihistamines and sympathomi- 
metics. 

While antihistamines are 
added cold remedies re- 
lieve stuffy noses, the FDA has 
reported that commercial anti- 
histamines are ineffective for 
this purpose. 

Antihistamines are, however, 
major cause accidental poi- 
soning young children and 
instrument suicide adults. 
They are especially dangerous 
when taken conjunction with 
alcohol.

According Dr. Melvin 
Weinswig, professor pharma- 
the University Wiscon- 
sin, side effects antihista- 
even regular doses can 
include sensitive cases 
sedation, gastrointestinal upset, 
loss appetite, nausea, vomit- 
ing, heartburn, constipation and 
diarrhea. 

Occasional, more serious side 
effects even regular doses in- 
clude impotence, convulsions 
and toxic psychosis. And, adds 
the FDA, some antihistamines 
containing meclizine and chloro- 
cyclizine can cause birth de- 
fects. 

nasal decongestion sprays, 
antihistamines are often com- 
bined with sympathomimetics 
drugs that suppress some cold 
symptoms. 

According Drs. Arthur Zup- 
and Edward Stempel the 
Brooklyn College Pharmacy, 
sympathomimetics have 
remarkable habit-forming ef- 

fect.” The more these drugs are 
used, the less effect they have 
which usually leads larger and 
larger doeses. 

This pattern habituation 
bound” complete nasal ob- 
struction which the common 
cold would never have produced 
its own. 


All these cold remedies con- 
tain drugs that can interact with 
other drugs produce harmful 
side effects. Cold remedies 
should not taken with alco- 
hol persons medication 
for high blood pressure, heart 
disease, diabetes, thyroid dis- 
ease other chronic diseases, 
without doctor’s permission. 


Most combination cold and 
decongestant remedies are prob- 
ably ineffective anyway, says the 
FDA. That was the conclusion 
extensive study these pro- 
ducts begun 1972 panel 
expert physicians and pharma- 
cologists under the aegis the 
National Academy Sciences. 

Prevention aided mod- 
erate, well balanced diet, ba- 
lanced rest and exercise, limited 
coffee and alcohol intake and 
cigarette smoking still the 
best alternative commercial 
cold remedies. those who 
succumb colds, Dr. Sol Katz 
Georgetown University has 
this advice: lots hot 
chicken soup.”

Walter 
Reade’s three-screen Charles 
Cinema, one downtown Bos- 
ton’s most beautiful movie 
houses, had often seemed scene 
desolation, with concession 
counters open only week- 
ends, audiences that couldn’t fill 
half row, and virtually un- 
known new films movies that 
had played for dollar other 
theaters weeks before. Finally, 
December 30, the Charles was 
peremptorily closed, its locks 
changed, and its future uncer- 
tain. And, the Phoenix went 
press, the Walter Reade Or- 
ganization filed for reorganiza- 


tion under Chapter the 


Bankruptcy Act. 

wasn’t the year’s first such 
shuttering, for 1976 was awful for 
movie exhibitors across the 
country. The New York-based 
Reade Organization, which 
operates theaters cities 
far-flung Seattle and San 
Francisco, had already tem- 
porarily closed houses New 
Orleans and New York (most 
which have since reopened), in- 
cluding Gotham’s opulent Zieg- 
field. Though Reade vice-presi- 
dent Shuman insisted 
late Jan. that the 
Charles shutdown was only tem- 
porary (indeed, their lease from 
the Charles River Plaza runs 
another eight years), Jim D’En- 
tremont, assistant stagehand 
there, reports that all the thea- 
ter’s equipment was trucked 
Walter Reade headquarters 
Oakhurst, New Jersey, the day 
after the closure. And pur- 
chaser for the complex will 
hard find.

Octogenarian Furry Lewis, 
self-described “‘the oldest gui- 
tar player that played 
Handy’s band all the rest 
them are dead,” was town the 
other night, making his local 
debut the wake the Big 
Snowstorm. Despite the wea- 
ther, surprising number 
blues irregulars jammed Somer- 
ville’s Zircon December 29,

Walter Lewis was 
born Greenwood, Mississippi 
sometime between 1893 and 
1900. His family moved Mem- 
phis when was seven eight, 
and lost his left leg while hop- 
ping train 1917. played 
with the medicine shows (Dr. 
Stokey’s, Dr. Benson’s, Dr. 
Hangerson’s), and from 1922 
1966 worked for the city Mem- 
phis laborer, sweeping 
streets, cutting weeds, picking 
trash. Between 1927 and 1929 
cut sides for Vocalion and 
blues, ballads, and ragtime. 
Though none the records sold 
any great extent, they ably 
represent Memphis blues 
its glory and are characterized 
Lewis’s dusty brown voice, sly 
wit (“When marry I’m gonna 
marry Indian squaw/ the 
big chief, can daddy- 
complex fingerpicking 
and delicate technique. Many

Blues field recording died out 
with the onset the Depres- 
sion, and Furry Lewis, like 
many his contemporaries, was 
not heard from again until his 
audience collectors and blues 
enthusiasts.

without much fanfare 1958, 
opened the Rolling Stones’ show 
Memphis last year, the sub- 
ject Joni Mitchell song 
Hejira, and has had the op- 
portunity record fewer songs 
more times than almost 
other country bluesman. 

His age alone cannot the 
explanation, although cer- 
tainly factor. all the pub- 
licity attending Lewis’s Boston 
appearance was stressed that 
here was 83-year-old man who 
was not only hanging but here 
to. sing aboyt it. Then, too, 
infirmity has always its 
perquisites among 
audience, from the unwarranted 
appreciation which doddering 
Son House could invariably gar- 
ner the pathetic contem- 
porary recordings released the 
name documentation Tam- 
Red, Peg Leg Howell and Gus 
Cannon.

Pass’s Virtuoso, far and away 


best-selling item Pablo’s ever- 
catalogue (distrib- 
uted RCA). Wonder won- 
ders, Cecil Taylor has hit the 
22,000 mark with his solo set, Si- 
lent Tongues; Anthony Brax- 
ton, who does bit better with 
each release, has yet rise 
above 18,000. The independent 
Muse label happy when 
Woody Shaw Carlos Garnett 
hits 10,000, level which few 
the releases A&M’s Horizon 
line have achieved. 

Reissues are another story: 
Bluebird reports
